POLITICS. 


An Informer With a Record—Polit­ 
ical Sharps are JJiscuü9ed. 
Other Things. 


The Board of Freeholders met yester­ 
day afternoon, General Mansfield in the 
chair and Messrs. Moore, Mackay, Rob­ 
inson, Dunkelberger, Scott, Brown, Bald­ 
win and Dr. Kurtz present. 
The first matter considered was the 
chauging of established street grades. 
Colouel Dunkelberger was of the opinion 
that the city should be obligated to pay 
the cost of all changes, and that the 
property owner should, if damaged, have 
recourse from the city and not from other 
property owners. 
The committee to whom this section 
was referred recommended that it be 
amended so that the people benefited 
shall pay the damages before the work is 
done, a court or commission to decide as 
to the question of benefit or damages. 
The amendment of the committee was 
adopted. 
The committee also recommended that 
the city pay the cost of improving all 
intersections of streets, and that after a 
ptreet has been accepted the city keep it 
in repair. Adopted. 
Tho Committee recommended that 
sewer construction should not cost the 
property owners more than $1.00 per 
front foot. 
Dr. Kurtz offered as an amendment 
that every foot of property in the city be 
assessed $1.00 for sewerage purposes. 
Tho amendment was carried. 
Col. Dunkelberger moved to reconsider 
Section 34, to which had been added a 
clause giving the power to the Council to 
cause railroads to erect viaducts at street 
crossings. He desired the word viaducts 
stricken out and the section left as it was 
in the defeated charter. 
Dr. Kurtz suggested that automatic 
siguals be prohibited, for the reason that 
they were not of any account. 
Col. Moore thought they should be 
permitted if necessary and so moved, but 
his motion was lost. 
Col. Dunkelberger was allowed to ex­ 
plain why he had moved to cat the May­ 
or’s salary down. He had been under 
the impression that the Mayor was not 
required to pay his clerk’s Balary. Upon 
ascertaining that he was, he moved that 
the oiiice of Mayor’s cleik be created, 
that official to be appointed by the May­ 
or. Carried. 
Mr. Robinson moved that a committee 
of five be appointed to revise the charter. 
Carried. 
The chair then appointed Messrs. 
Robinson, Brown, Mackay, Moore aad 
Dr. Kurtz. 
The matter of building viaducts over 
tailroad tracks was brought up egaia. 
Col.Dunkelberger moved that the streets 
where viaducts are needed should be 
named now. Lost. 
Mayor Workman moved that the City 
Clerk bo appointed by the Council in­ 
stead of elected by the people. Lost. 
Tho sections of the charter relating to 
the indebtedness oi the city, the collec­ 
tion of assessments by suits and prosecu­ 
tions for violation of the ordinances were 
read and adopted. 
This finished all the work before the 
Freeholders until tho Committee on 
"Claims and Demands” Bhall report,and 
the meeting adjourned.

Track-laying reports show that the ag­ 
gregate mileage laid during the first half 
of the present year is greater than has 
ever been reported in the same period 
with the exception of last year, when 
the record for tho first half showed 3,754 
miles 
laid, 
the total for the year 
reaching almost 13,000 miles. Returns 
to the Railway Age for the present year 
shew that from January 1 to July 1,1888, 
a total of 3,320 miles was laid by 168 
different lines in 36 States. This is only 
300 miles less than the entire mileage for 
1885, and only 500 miles short of the 
total new mileage for 1884. California 
leads the country this year in activity of 
new construction,

entirely by the Southern Pacific and 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe systems, 
the former especially being still very ac­ 
tive in pushing out new branches, while 
the Atchison is at present mainly content 
in finishing up lines for some time in 
progress.

CATARRH. 


The term Catarrh is applied to a peculitr dis­ 
order of the nostiils and adjacent parts, which 
f-revaiis to an alarming extent, a:, cl is product- 
ve of very serious consequeuces.

The 
patient is gieatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into tho throat of the morbid matter from 
the head, and as a recumbent position natur 
ally favors the flow downward, his rest Is fre­ 
quently disurbed from this cause. Mauy suifer- 
erf ar- obliged to lie with the head very much 
elevated in order to sleep with some degree 
of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above tho soft palate, in 
the passage between the throat and head, ad­ 
hering to the parts with gluiah tenacity.

It is never satisfactory news to a true 
lover of racing to hear that his favorite 
pastime has lost a good patron, and to 
-Californians especially the announce­ 
ment J. B. Haggin will, with the end of 
this season, sever all actual connection 
with the American turf, is a cause of 
deep regreet. 
Mr. llaggin’s colors have 
this season met with extreemly bad luck, 
and I understand that this is the prelimi­ 
nary cause of his retirement. 
It is his 
intention to continue his breeding estab­ 
lishment and I sincerely hope that the 
produce of his magnificent stock farm 
will tend by their successes lo mitigate 
their fruitless efforts on his own behalf. 
Mr. Haggin like Lord Falmouth on the 
English turf, has always been above re­ 
proach, and it may be like his illustrous 
copfrere he will yet return to the sceue 
of his triumphs. 
The programme offered by the Sixth 
District 
Agricultural 
Association for 
their forthcoming meeting cannot be too 
highly praised. The amount offered in 
purses and stakes, nearly $14,000 in all, 
will insure the best horses in the State 
competing at our track, and the number 
of entries gives a promise of fields which 
must satisfy the mcst fastidious critic of 
the national sport. Then again, the fact 
that they have, with one exception, con­ 
fined the events to running and trotting 
proper, without putting in as a drawing 
card such hybrid frauds as long distance 
contests, shows that they mean to com­ 
bine business with pleasure, and are 
willing to sacrifice the prospect of large 
gate receipts to legitimate sport. Many 
of the horses which will compete have 
already arrived in the city, and to keep 
readers well informed as to their merits, 
I will, commencing next week, give 
daily accurate reports from the training 
quarters of the work done by the differ­ 
ent competitors. 
Another race which is exciting intense 
interest in sporting circles is the match 
between Del and Consuelo, to be decided 
at Agricultural Park on the 2d of next 
month. Del has of late made marked 
progress and improvement, and it would 
not surprise me in the least to see him 
turn the tables on his late conqueror. 
Mr. P. Dornalech is confident of his 
colt’s ability to defeat the pride of Santa 
Barbara, and in order that no chance 
may be thrown away, has secured the 
services of one of the best lightweight 
jockeys in the State. There will be 
throngs of spectators to see the champion 
of Los Angeles uphold the honor of our 
county, and if we are to be beaten, they 
will at least have the satisfaction of 
knowing that everything possible had 
been done to ensure success. 
It is rumored that the Emperor of 
Norfolk is not quite so bad as had been 
stated and may very possibly be seen out 
again before very long. 
And speaking of Emperor of Norfolk, 
reminds me that Baldwin’s luek, if such 
it can be called, has been greater than 
ever this season. This time last year lie 
had about $50,090 to his credit in stake 
and purse winnings, the season’s win­ 
ning amounting to $103,000 or so. Up 
to date this year his winnings are a little 
over |$01,000, within a small fraction of 
half of it being won on the Washington 
Park track. His great colt, the Emperor 
of Norfolk, is to be credited with about 
two-thirds of the amount, and there is 
no telling how much more he may win 
before the season closes. 
An exchange says that outside of the 
social aspect of the turf, so singularly en­ 
couraging just now', there is a great deal 
in the character of the racing itself to 
elicit praise and commendation. Frauds

try. But while there may be occasional

A BUNCOMBE RESOLUTION. 
After the doors were opened, Sherman 
gave notice that he would ask the Senate 
to resume consideration of the Fisheries 
treaty to-morrow. 
Chandler thereupon 
offered the following resolution, which 
was laid o ver: 
Resolved, That the power to make 
treaties and to appoint all the high pub­ 
lic officers of the United States, being 
vqsted in 
the President aud Senate 
jointly, the Pres dent has no right under 
his implied power of makiug the pre­ 
liminary negotiations of treaties, to ap­ 
point, without the concurrence of the 
Senate, private ci'izens as plenipoten­ 
tiaries ; and to make and sign the pro­ 
posed fishery treaty with Great Britain, 
dated February 15, 1888, was unw ar­ 
ranted by his constituents. 
EVILS OF CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 
Dolph called up the bill to prohibit 
tho coming of Chinese laborers into the 
United States. 
He said this bill was in­ 
tended to carry into effect the provisions 
of the pending treaty, and prevent the 
abuse of privileges granted to one class of 
Chinese to pass through the United States 
and to prevent the evasion of the treaty 
by the class of Chinese not perm itted to 
come into the country. The unrestricted 
coming of Chinese laborers to our States 
was an unmixed evil which should be at 
once prohibited. 
All the Chinese labor­ 
ers in the United States belonged to one 
of the Six Chinese Companies. They 
were virtually slaves. They did not re­ 
gard our laws. 
They maintained their 
own government and enforced their own 
laws. The introduction of the Chinese 
into this country was the bringing to­ 
gether of extremes of civilization which 
could not blend. 
It was calculated to 
arouse the violent passions of the labor­ 
ing masses, and tended to disorder which 
could neither be prevented nor properly 
punished. 
STRADDLER MITCHELL. 
M itchell said the object of the bill was 
to enforce the provisions of the pending 
treaty. As an act of legislation to enforce 
those provisions he regarded it as the 
best possible bill that could be presented. 
H e Dad no faith in the treaty itself. 
He 
never had had any faith in it. 
He be­ 
lieved it would be a failure in 
so 
far as 
it was 
to 
be 
considered 
i 
means 
of 
prohibiting 
Chi­ 
nese immigration. As am ended by the 
Senate the treaty was at least no worse 
than the existing treaty, but he was un­ 
able to bring him self to the conclusion 
th at it was any b e te r. The truth was, 
it was a sham, a fraud, and a deception, 
and it would not meet the expectation of 
the President, Secretary of State, or of 
the members of the Senate who gave it 
th^ir approval. This was the opinion of 
the leading journals of the PacificgCoast, 
aud he sent to the Clerk’s desk and baa 
read editorials from California papers 
denouncing the treaty and criticising the 
adm inistration which negotiated it. 
He 
had no faith in the treaty, but as he re­ 
garded the bill as the best which could 
be presented to carry out its provisions, 
lie would vote for it. 


INCONSISTENCY POINTED OUT. 
Morgan could not understand why the 
gentlem an would vote for a bill to carry 
into effect a treaty, which he said was a 
sham and a fraud. 
If he (Morgan) be­ 
lieved the treaty was a sham and a fraud, 
he would never give his vote to carry it 
into effect. 
He would vote to abrogate 
such a treaty. He deprecated very much 
the constant disposition which appeared 
here to disparge in the presence of m an­ 
kind and the whole world, the honor and 
wisdom and integrity of the Executive. 
He had been here in an era in which 
Jingoism prevailed in the administration 
of this country to a very alarming extent 
(the moral effect of which we had not yet 
escaped from), and yet due faith had 
been given to the honesty of the adminis­ 
tration in negotiating treaties. He thought 
it was best to return to that sense of feel­ 
ing, to that sense of respect which the 
gentlemen owed their country, which 
would inform the world that we had ne­ 


gotiators to manage our foreign affuirs, 
and statesmen whien at leust loved their 
own country. He did not think the gen­ 
tleman had a right to cast slurs upon the 
Secretary of State. 


A HEM AUK A OLE BILL. 
M itchell said he had said this treaty 
was, in his judgment, a sham and a 
fraud, in so far as it was the means of 
accomplishing what was intended by the 
parties who made it. Would it be proper 
for him to ask the Senator w hether he 
had favored the Senate am endm ents? 
Morgan replied that he had voted for 
them. 
Mitchell suggested that the Senator 
would adm it that the effect of the first 
am endm ent would be to exclude from 
this country 36,500 Chinese who would 
be permitted to come in under the treaty 
as sent by the President. 
Morgan replied that he thought the 
treaty as orginally sent to the Senate ex­ 
cluded these Chinese, but there had been 
some difference betweeu gram marians 
about the meaning of the words. 
He 
had therefore voted for the amendments, 
but in the vote he gave he did not adm it 
that there was any imperfections in the 
text ol the treaty. 
He regarded the 
pending bill as a meagre bill. 
He said 
it was the first time to his knowledge 
that a bill had been brought into a legis­ 
lative body for the purpose of carrying 
out a treaty which had not yet been rati­ 
fied. 
Pending further debate the Senate 
adjourned.

Kilgore replied warmly and in the 
course of his rem arks asserted th a t no 
man had more regard for the soldier 
than he. 
He had said it was the ten 
dency of the Republican party to enlarge 
the powers of the Federal Government, 
and contract the powers of the State 
Government, and this measure was in 
the line of this policy.

REVISED LIST OF FATALITIES 
In and about this city foots up twenty- 
four. The impossibility of reaching the 
worst damaged localities can not be ap­ 
preciated. 
Wheeling creek is still dan­ 
gerously swollen and the roads washed 
away. 
Bridges are caved in ; telephone 
and telegraph lines down. 
It is impossi­ 
ble to give details of the losses to-night, 
for the reason th at those who suffered 
cannot estim ate their own loss as yet, 
and every resident of the low grounds in 
the entire valley suffered damage rang­ 
ing from $100 to $1,000, while even those 
on the hills lost valuable crops.

— The 
Mining Journal say s: The richest gold 
rock ever taken from a mine east of the 
Rocky mountains was brought into iBh- 
peming this morning from Lake Superior, 
at the company’s gold shaft seven miles 
northwest of there. 
The quality of the 
rock is equal to anything ever taken from 
this 
rich shaft, 
and 
the 
quantity 
surpasses anything ever known. 
Over 
three hundred pounds of rock was 
dislodged by a single blast and is 
now at the company’s office in that city. 
The gold is so abundant that it sticks out 
of the rock, and the best chemists place 
the value of the 300 pounds of rock at 
$10,000, while there are othere who will 
bet money th at the assay of the rock will 
pan out a value of $60,000. This is the 
fifth rem arkable rich discovery in this 
shaft, and m any minor discoveries have 
not been made public. The quartz vein 
on which the shaft was sunk was dis­ 
covered three years ago by Ishpem- 
ing 
men, but with the exception of 
exploding one charge of dynam ite which 
exposed the rich pocket of gold-bearing 
quartz, nothing waB done because the 
property was owned by the Lake Super­ 
ior Iron Company, which'would not sell 
or lease the property. 
Last summer the 
company put a few miners at work on the 
property and a test shaft was sunk about 
eighteen feet, at the bottom of which 
a small 
pocket 
was 
struck which 
produced 
gold-carrying 
rock 
which 
assayed 
$40,000 
to 
the 
ton. 
All work was suspended then and noth­ 
ing done until two months ago. 
Rich 
rock has been encountered all along, and 
the wonderful find of to-day lias set the 
people wild. 
The shaft is now down 
twenty-two feet and is about eighteen 
feet wide at the bottom. The Michigan 
;old mine which adjoins this shaft has 
ound rock in sm all quantities quite as 
rich. There is not a doubt that one of 
the greatest gold mines in the world has 
been found at lshpem ing.

Terrible Explosion 
of 
Steam Tugboat. 


WHEELING AFTEK THE DELUGE. 


Flood Ravages In the Fau-Handle 
of West V irginia and 
Vicinity. 


W O R L D 
W IR IN V a.

L o u i s v i ll e , July 20.—The 
tugboat 
Convoy blew up, twenty-six miles above 
here this morning. 
Seven men were 
killed. The explosion of the steam pipe 
that supplied the engine from the boilers 
caused the catastrophe. 
Most of the 
m en were asleep at the tim e. The vic­ 
tim s were W m. Page, Wm. Harrington, 
Herbert Jones, Wm. Bigley, Charles 
Luster, Geo, McCann, W m. Kelly. All 
belong in Pittaburg or near-by Pennsyl­ 
vania cities. 
When the 
boat 
reached W estport 
everything 
according 
to 
the 
first 
m ate’s story, was running smoothly. 
W hen they 
were 
two miles above 
Westport 
suddenly there was an ex­ 
plosion, the boat becoming enveloped 
in steam, and the machinery stopped. 
Capt. 
Richardson 
hurriedly dressed, 
called the survivors about him and made 
preparations to land. After the boat had 
been towed ashore the Captain had pro­ 
ceeded to the after cabin, where the ex­ 
plosion had occnred. 
Page laid near the 
4oor, blood rushing from his ears and 
mouth, and the flesh scalded off his 
body. 
McCann and H arrington were in 
th e ir berths. The death of each must 
have been instantaneous, for they lay in 
th e same position as when they je tte d . 
Jones was on the floor and barely alive. 
H e was horribly burned and lived but 
fifteen minutes and died with his wife’s 
n am e 
on 
his 
lips. 
Bigley 
was 
also 
still 
alive when 
found, but 
died 
in 
ten 
minutes. Luster was 
discovered outside of the cabin lying on 
h is face. 
He was not dead and told 
them th at he had run out there as soou 
as he could recover from the shock of 
th e explosion. 
He was almost baked, 
his skin was parched, and little jets of 
blood stood out from the pores of his 
body. In two hours he was dead. Kelly 
was pulled out from under his bunk ami 
w as alive, but he was terribly burned. 
C harles Chambers, the only other man 
w ho slept in the cabin, was blown out of 
th e door and had a miraculous escape. 
H e was unscratched, as were also Mate 
K erius, Pilot Reno and Engineer Carr. 
A ll others aboard perished. The olficers 
of the boat can give no explanation of 
th e accident, and claim the machinery 
was inspected last February and 
then in excellent condition. 


T H E W H E E L I N U F L O O D . 


T e r r i b l e L o i a c f H u m a n L if e a n d 
P r o p e r t y . 
W h e e l i n g , W . V a., July 20.—At noon 
to-day the revised estimate of lives lost 
by the flood last night puts the number 
at least twenty-five. About fifteen bodies 
had been found. The money loss footed 
u p $150,000. 
The greatest loss of life 
was along Wheeling creek and at Tria­ 
delphia. 
Search this morning resulted 
in the discovery of a number of bodies 
near the latter place. Most of them were 
found among the drift which collected in 
Elm Grove. The body of Wm Gaston, 
aged GO, a prominent and wealthy citizen, 
was among them . 
His wife’s remains 
were found two miles below, hanging on 
a barbed wire fence. Chas. Caulbell, of 
the W heeling Newt Letter, aged 30, was 
found among the drift wood. 
Mrs. Jane 
Fay and her two grown up daughters, 
Alice and Mary, were discovered a short 
distance below Triadelphia, and 
the 
bodies of two brothers named Gorman 
were found in a meadow, where they had 
been buried by the furious waves. 
Later reports from Triadelphia show 
th a t the destruction by the flood was 
m ore appalling there than elsewhere. 
Fifteen families are homeless, and saved 
only what they had on. Half of the vil­ 
lage, which had 600 inhabitants, was 
sw ept away, but all except those already 
nam ed escaped to the hills. The storm 
extended sixteen miles east of West 
A lexander, Pa., and the scene aloDg the 
w ay is one of desolation and inconceiva­ 
ble horror. 
W here the Triadelphia 
school house, a large building of six 
rooms, stood, the creek is now a raging 
flood, and not a vestige even of the 
foundation rem ains. The whole south 
half of the town has disappeared as 
■clean, as if it never existed. The Wheel­ 
in g relief committee, which recently 
raised funds for the Bowlesburg suffer­ 
ers, expended the balance for provisions 
and sent it to Triadelphia. 
The Baltimore and Ohio, Pittsburg 
division, is practically destroyed for fif­ 
teen miles. The Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company lost forty miles of wire 
an d most of the poles. 
Reports are coming in from all parts 
of Ohio county indicating that the storm 
was more disastrous to life and property 
in the county than in this city. The loss 
of life in Wheeling is known to be ten, 
w ith a number reported misBing. 
Cald­ 
well Run, which passes through the 
E ighth Ward of the city, was the scene 
o f the greatest havoc. Three houses 
were swept away and all the inmates 
drowned. 
They were 
Mrs. 
Barbara 
Stenzel ann sou, Herman Stenzel; Alice 
and Annie Wingert, 
o* Miltonsburg, 
Ohio.nieceB of Mrs. Stenzel; John Homan 
and Mrs. Thomas Hawley and four chil­ 
d ren . H er husband was in the yard and 
was 8wept one hundred yards down the 
stream , but managed to reach the bank 
in safety. Only two bodies have been 
recovered—those of Alice W ingert and 
M rs. Stenzel. Mrs. John sou, a widow, 
aged GO years, residing at Clinton, this 
county, died from fright at the havoc 
wrought by the flood. 
Among 
¿he 
drow ned is the 
Sheriff of 
Marshall 
county. Two cemeteries were washed 
cu t, and coflinB w ith bodies floated down 
th e river. 


T h e A n a r c h i m . 
C h ic a g o , 
July 
20.— Chleboun and 
Chopek furnished the required bonds of 
$5000 each, last evening, and have been 
released. 
Kronek, the arch'conspirator, 
is still in confinement, and will doubtless 
so remain. 
Inspector Bon field says the 
•case is complete with the arrests already 
made. 
One or two others may have 
known of the plot, but not to the exteu t 
that they would be convicted. Any fur­ 
ther arrests will be for the purpose of 
holding witnesses. 
The Inspector de­ 
n ies the report of Clilebonn’s confes­ 
sion. 


The disruption of the association of 
manufacturers of iron, steel and nails 
h as actually commenced, and a member 
stated on Thursday it was only a ques­ 
tion of time until the organization would 
cease to exist. W ithin twenty-four hours 
tw elve firms had sent in their resigna­ 
tions, and every mail was increasing the 
list.

H. DeLainnias, formerly Prim e Minis­ 
ter of Greece, has

Dispatches from Continental Europe, 
report the prevalence of storms, with 
heavy rainfall, which are 
destroying 
crops. 
Father Gelligan, who was imprisoned 
under the Crimes act, was released on 
Friday, and was greeted by a crowd and 
made a speech. 
It is reported that all the members of 
the Holy Synod, except two, are opposed 
to the granting of King M ilan’s petition 
for divorce from Queen Natalie. 
Boulanger is making rapid progress 
toward recovery. 
Friends who have 
made speeches on behalf of Boulanger 
have been received with great hostility. 
The Tercentenary of the destruction of 
the Spanish Armada was observed at 
Plymouth, Thursday, with the appropri­ 
ate ceremonies. Thousands of persons 
were in attendance. 
A dispatch from Adelaide, Australia, 
says the British ship Star of Greece, 
Captain 
Harrow, from London, was 
wrecked in Aldinger Bay, and twenty 
persons drowned. 
It is stated that Balfour, Chief Secre- 
retary for Ireland, receives telegrams 
daily regarding the health of John Dillon 
from the keeper of the prison in which 
Dillon is confined. 
The shooting contest for the Elcho 
Shield, at W imbledon, resulted in favor 
of the Irish team. The scores were as 
follows: Ireland 1,672 points, England 
1642, Scotland 1568. 
The Select Committee appointed by 
the Honse of Commons has submitted a 
report recommending perpetual Sunday 
closing in all parts of Ireland and also 
the closiDg of inns at 'J o’clock on Satur­ 
day nights. 
The Italian Cham ber of Deputies, by a 
vote of 269 to 97, adopted the Communal 
Reform Bill, which gives to two million 
citizens the right to vote in local elec­ 
tions. The Cham ber was then prorogued 
until November. 
Fire broke out on Thursday on the 
Spanish steamer Asturiano, at Rouen, 
from New York, and caused a trem en­ 
dous explosion, there being on board a 
cargo of 8,840 barrels of petroleum. Eight 
of the crew were killed. 
The first steam er load of steel rails and 
other supplies for the Mexican Pacific, or 
McWood’a railroad, has arrived at Port 
Altata. 
A portion will be discharged 
there and the remainder of it at Mazatlan, 
where construction begins. 
A well authenticated report has reached 
Laredo of the disastrous wreck of a con­ 
struction train on the Mexican National 
Railroad, at the Front, in which fifteen 
men were killed. A relief train was sent 
to the scene from Saltillo. 
No furiher 
particulars are as .vet obtainable. 
The retirement of M arshal K uhn has 
caused a sensation at Vienna. The Em ­ 
peror, in a letter to the Marshal, save: 
The necessity for the arm y being in per­ 
fect readiness for the field renders it im ­ 
perative to appoint another to your post. 
Marshal Kuhn still enjoys full mental 
ami physical vigor. 
The leading newi papers and citizens 
of Sonora and Sinaloa, Mexico, are criti­ 
cizing the American Consul at Port Ma- 
aztlan fcr refusing to hoist the stars and 
stripes over thp American consulate on 
the Fourth of Julv, as is the usual cus­ 
tom. Mexican flags were unfurl ;d in 
honor of the United States, but no flag 
floated over the consulate. 
The Commons finished the new clauses 
of the Government bill Thursday even­ 
ing. Conybeare tried to “ talk out” the 
second reading of the Bann drainage bill, 
but closure was enforced and the bill 
passed on second reading. All the Par- 
nellites, with ihe exception of Biggar, 
left the House in a body with many Radi­ 
cals, and protest against the exclusion of 
debate. Labouchere intends to move a 
rejection of the Parnell Commission bill. 
It is now expected Parliam ent will ad­ 
journ August 11th, until autumn. 
AUST HA LIAN CHINESE LAW. 
Sydney, N. S. W ., July 20.—The cap­ 
tain of the steamer Alameda, plying be­ 
tween this port and San Francisco, has 
agreed not to employ Chinese in the 
future, and the steamer is now unload­ 
ing. 
The new act regarding Chinese 
immigration has received Royal assent. 
It prohibits the further naturalization of 
Chinese, and provides that all Chinese 
leaving the colony, except those who 
have been naturalized, shall on return­ 
ing be subject to the Chinese act, which 
provides that Chinese immigrants must 
not exceed an average of one to every 
200 tons burden of the vessels in which 
they arrive. The poll tax has been fixed 
at £100, and the penalty of the evasion 
of the tax at £50. 
No Chinaman shall 
be allowed to engage in mining without 
the authority of a num ber of miners. 
The act does not affect Chinese who have 
been British subjects. 
MANITOBA MATTERS, 
W in n ip e g , July 20.—Prem ier G reen­ 
way and Messrs. M artin and McNaught, 
the latter solicitor for the Northern P a­ 
cific, left for New York yesterday, via St. 
Paul. Green way expressed confidence 
before leaving that arraugements would 
be effected with Mr. Oakes, whereby the 
negotiations now going on 
with the 
Northern Pacific will be completed, and 
the railway extensions already outlined 
will be secured. 
Operations will proba­ 
bly be commenced in ten days. 
Local volunteer military officers have 
orders from General Middleton and Sir 
Adolphe Caron, M inister of Militia, to 
hold themselves and their commands in 
readiness to proceed on short notice to 
British Columbia, and thence northward 
to the Skeena River to assist in quelling 
the Indian uprising there. 
Reports to 
the Hudson Bay Governor indicate rather 
a serious state of affairs, and lead to the 
belief th at several warlike tribes will 
join the insurrection. Full intelligence 
is expected within a day or two by the 
Hudson Bay Company. 
* 
DRIVEN TO SUICIDE. 


D u b l in , July 20 .— Dr. Jam es Ridley, 
the medical officer in attendance at Tal- 
lamore jail during Mr. Mandeville’s in­ 
carceration there, and who was sub- 
pu-naed to appear at the inquest at 
.Mitchelistown on Mandeville’s death, 
has committed suicide. 
Ridley had 
been present at the inquest daily, wait­ 
ing to be called to the witness stand. 
The evidence given to show that Mande- 
ville was subjected to ill usage while in 
the jail seemed to prey upon his mind. 
His suicide confirms the popular belief 
that Mandeville was treated with ex­ 
treme cruelty by the prison officials. 
MEETING OF THE EMPERORS^ 
C ro n st a d t, July 20.—On the arrival 
of the Emperor William and the German 
fleet the Im perial yachts approached 
each other between double lines of Rus­ 
sian and German warships, bedecked 
with bunting. 
The weather was fine 
and the scene was imposing. 
The Ger­ 
man Imperial party went aboard the 
Russian yacht Alexandria, which pro­ 
ceded to Peterhoff Palace. The Czarina; 


in a handsome pavilion erected on the 
quay of th e military harbor, cordially 
greeted Em peror W illiam. 
The latter 
inspected the Guard of Honor, the band 
in the m eantim e playing the Prussian 
national anthem . 
The party then pro­ 
ceeded to the palace. 
The route was 
lined with troops. 
Ecg per or W illiam, accompanie 1 by 
Prince H enry, Count H erbert Bismarck 
and suite, sailed from Petershof for this 
city at 10 o ’clock. 
S t . P e t e r s b u r g , July 20.—During the 
voyage of the Em peror and Czar from 
Cronstadt to Peterhoff last evening Em ­ 
peror W illiam conversed at length with 
M. De Giers. while the Czar talked with 
Count H erbert Bismarck, the German 
M inister of Foreign Affairs. 
Afterward 
the two EmperorB had a long talk to­ 
gether. 
No toasts were offered at the 
state dinner given in honor of Em peror 
William a t Peterhoff. 
Em peror William 
afterward went for a drive in company 
w ith the Czarina and Duke and Duchess 
Vlademar. 
The whole Russian press are convinced 
that the m eeting of the Emperors will 
inaugurate a new era of peace, and feel 
hopeful th a t Russian interests will now 
be considered. 
The Novoe Yremyha 
warmly welcomes the Em peror’s visit 
and congratulates Germany upon the 
success of her efforts to become a mari­ 
time power. 
It hopes the former rela­ 
tions between the two Em pires will be 
reatered.

N ew Y o r k , July 20.—The officials of 
the Commercial Cable Company an­ 
nounce that they have made arrange­ 
ments with the W estern Union Cable 
Company to advance rates to 25 cents per 
word, the new rates to take effect after 
August 1st. 
An official announcement 
of the advance by the other companies 
will be made in a day or two. 


BRITISH CABLES. 
L o n d o n, July 2 0 —The semi-annual 
meeting of*the Direct Cable Company 
was held to-day. John Pender presided. 
He said the revenue during the past six 
m onths had decreased b f £6,664 as com­ 
pared with the corresponding ]»eriod last 
year. This was due to lower rates. Ne­ 
gotiations have been in progress between 
competing companies, and resulted in 
agreement to establish shilling rates 
which would go into effect August 15. 
There would be no pool between the com­ 
panies. The Commercial Company had 
only come into the arrangement to enable 
the rate to be raised.

They Don t Senu to nitela Well 
Together In InUlana. 
I ndianapolis June 28.—Go where you 
will among laboring men of any trade in 
Indianapolis and you will find the utmost 
antipathy to Geueral Harrison, It is a 
tradition quoted often and with great 
force that in a speech et the time of the 
strikes in 1877 he said that $1 a day was 
wages enough for any laboring man. It 
is said the speech was delivered at the 
Union Depot, where the railroad men 
out of work congregated during the 
strike. Yesterday I a-*ked General Hai- 
rison what truth there was in the story. 
He listened, and then began walking up 
and down the hall of his house in medi­ 
tative fashion. 
“At the Union Depot?” he repealed, 
in a thoughtful tone. 
“ Why, I never 
delivered a speech at the Union Depot iu 
my life.” Then remembering, as it 
seemed, the anonymous letter he had re­ 
ceived advising him not to be inter. 
viewed, he started up suddenly, saying 
in a louder and more forcible tone, “But 
I don’t propose to say anything at all to 
such charges as that, nor to waste time 
denying ti at I am an i iiot. It is no’ 
my intention to carry on a campaign of 
denial. I shall not stop to refute every 
. 
story regarding me. There is too 
mucL serious business on hand.” 
During the strikes General Harrison 
was captain of a militia company called 
out against the strikers, and the memory 
of that is another thorn in labor’s side 
Connection with the militia is a bad card 
among the Knights of Labor in Indiana 
for any man who is running for office, 
and there is a record o' more thau one 
candidate’s defeat in local elections on 
that very ground. The Indianapolis 
Sentinel, which will make a spirited fight 
against General Harrison, makes the 
following paragraph, printed during the 
strikes, the keynote of an attack upon 
< im* 
Four companies of volunteers under 
the respective commands of Gen. Benj 
Harrison, Col. N. R. Ruckle, Major J. J 
Palmer and Capt. Harry Adams, march­ 
ed into camp at the United States Arsen­ 
al this morning. They are armed with 
the new breech-loading Springfield rifle 
—a moat formidable and efficient wea­ 
pon.A cartoon printed to-day represents 
Harrison in military uniform and musket 
in hand at the head of a squad of armed 
men advancing upon strikers. 
Gen. Harrison addressed them and 
said something which incensed them 
greatly and almost caused open rupture. 
What it wa?, none of the daily papers 
printed at that time show, but the tiles of 
a labor publication edited by Col. Light 
are being deligently sought. 
To-day I visi ed ex Senator McDonald, 
who says he well remembers the meet­ 
ing to which reference was made. 
“There was a concourse of laboring 
men,” he said, “accompanying the 
strikers’ committee, so that the hall was 
pretty well filled. The general attitude 
we took towards the strikers was that 
while they had a right not to work if 
they didn’t want to, they had no right to 
inte:fere with others who did want to 
work, and while we would do all we 
could to secure them an advance of 
wages, any effort cn their part to inter­ 
fere with the rights of property would 
be resisted by the committee. Gen. 
Harrison did some talking. I was en­ 
gaged in conversation with another man 
at the moment and don’t know w-hat it 
was he said, but something offended 
them terribly and they started to go out, 
but their Chairman cooled them down 
and peace was restored. What it was 
that was said I didn’t know, or, at least 
after this length of time, can’t re 
member. 
Senator 
McDonald’s 
conversation 
drifted from the strikers to the ticket 
and the present prospects. “ Harrison is 
a good man,” he said. “ He is certainly 
a representative Republican, but he can’t 
carry Indiana. Here’s the way I figure 
it.” The Senator drew out a slip of 
paper on which he had been making 
some computations. “There are about 
500.000 votes in the State, 240,000 Dem­ 
ocrats and 235,000 Republicans and 
25.000 of what may be called a floating 
vote, made up of Labor, Greenback aud 
Prohibition. 
“Ten thousand of these are Greenback- 
ers, against whom Mr. Harrison is pro­ 
nounced. One of them said tome to*day: 
‘ Any man but Harrison. He called us 
idiots and said the number of asylums 
ought to be increased to accommodate 
us.’ That is a fair index of the feeling 
of the Greenbackers towards Harrison. 
Of the 10,000 Greenback votes I am posi­ 
tive he cannot get over 1000. Of the 25,­ 
000 floating voes he must get 5000 more 
than we do to beat us, and I don’t think 
h can do it.” 
Tl e Labor Signal, the workingmen’s 
organ in this State, will print to-morrow 
in it? editorul columns the following: 
“ The men who made up the Chicago 
Convention appear to have but little re­ 
g rd for the wishes of organized labor, 
i’he nomination of Mr. Harrison was a 
genuine surprise to the organized work­ 
ingmen of this State, because their atti­ 
tude towards that gentleman is well un­ 
derstood, aud it did not seem possible 
that a convention of sane men would in­ 
vite conflict with a large number of 
voters in an extremely doubtful State 
by naming a candidate so obnoxions. 
“ The readers of this paper will remem­ 
ber the opposition Mr. Harrison’s candi­ 
dacy for the Senate aroused two years 
ago among the labor organizations, It 
found expression in scores of resolutions 
adopted by assemblies aud unions, many 
of which were published in the Signal at 
the time. 
“This paper opposed Mr. Harrison’s 
election to the Senate for reasons that 
would prevent it from supporting him 
now. His public record, in our judg­ 
ment, lias not been snch as to commend 
him to the favorable consideration of the 
people this paper represents. Hundreds 
of letters received from representative 
workingmen in this and other States, in­ 
dorsing the Signal's position and breath­ 
ing intense enmity to Mr. Harrison, is 
convincing proof that our position is cor­ 
rect, at least from the labor standpoint. 
“Organized labor will decide the Presi­ 
dential contest this year, and it is almost 
solidly arrayed against Gen. Harrison. 
In our judgment Mr. Harrison’s defeat is 
a foregone conclusion. 
“A second source of weakness to the 
Chicago ticket is Levi P. Morton, the 
Wall street banker. 
It looks as if Sen­ 
ator Ingalls’advice to the Kansas dele­ 
gation had been carried out to the let­ 
ter.”—[New York World.
